SHANTU! TUNG. 


AN AMUSING: ING CIRCU LAR, 


WHEN A BOY MARRIES 


OLDER THAN HIMSELF. .

The Civil Governor of Shantung Mx. 
Lin, has issued’ a‘cireular instruction to 
the Asien” magistrates all over, the (Pro- . 
wince, regulating the age of marriage. 
He quotes an abstract of the petition sub- 
mitted by the Magistrate of Hsinhsien, 
as follows:. “ According to the ancient 
customs when a man renches the age of 
8) he may marry a/girl of 20 years of 
age, ond “the principle is that the. bus- 
‘band'is the lord and master over his 
wife and family. “According to the civil 
Inw of China, a man may marry when 
he reaches 18 years of age. If he marrica 
too early, it may injure his healthy When 
a boy marries a wife much older than 
himself, there are bound to be troubles 
and disasters. I have paid several visits 
to the ‘secluded villages in my ‘district 
to study the conditions of the people and 
to raise funds by the sale of loan bonds, « 
and [ have spared no effort in urging 
}the people to dispense with their queues 
and ‘to stop the evi] practice of foot-bind- 
ing. I have found that in almost every 
family in the districts under the juris- 
diction of the Tungchang Tao Prefecture 
carly marriage is the prevailing custom. 
When o boy reaches the, age of 11 or 12, 
he will marry a girl.of 20 or more years 
of age. It ia really a. curse to many 
families. The same evil customs have 
prevailed almost everywhero in the pro- 
vince. . Ihave therefore promulgated the — 
followin, regulations, which, I hope, will 
be introduced in- other districts : 

1. No boy under the age of 18 shall 

. be allowed to marry, 
In contracting marriages, the wife

No.girl shall be allowed to marry 
under the age of 16.” " 2 


The Governor hag now transmitted the 
above regulations to all the districts for 
enforcement. He points out that the irre-,

‘long. Thus, during a thunderstorm there 
is, apparently great waste of electrical 
energy. Dr. Hare says that “a thunder. 
storm lasting an hour wastes electricity 
enough to run all the lights, trams and 
engines in London for a month,” The 
duration of the great thunderstorm of last 
July “was more" than an hour. We may 
speculate as to how long that electrical 
supply would have served Hongkong if 
we could havevonly utilised it! 

The ingenious theory regarding atmos- 
pheric: electricity which Dr, Ha ad: 
vancea is this. The earth rotates. on its 
axis at ‘a speed. of about 400 miles a 


.|second. The speed at the equator—the 


tropical part of the earth—is greater 
than anywhere else and the speed 
diminishes to zero at the poles. The new 
theory is that the rapid rotation causes 
friction between the earth’s surface and 
the -atmosphere. This, sets, up friction 
both in the atmosphere and on the earth, 


The terrible” disaster which overtook 
the United States airship Shenandoah 
more than’a year ago has now been fully 
investigated, and’ there.is no doubt at 
all-as to the cause. The airship was 
overpowered by, the elements. It was 
just as if a steamer had beed broken up 
in a typhoon. The only difference is that 
whereas sca captains have @ warning of 
the apptoach of typhoons the skipper of 
this airship got’ into air eurrents which 
were unaccompanied byvany signs which 
the meteorologists can at present. recog- 
nise.

Short-wave ‘beam ”’ wireless stations, 
designed for communication etween 
Britain and'the Dominions and India, the 
first of which, ox already reported, opens 
on Monday for communication with 
Canada, ‘will operate on a wavelength of 
only 26 metres. The design enables the 
energy to be concentrated so efficiently. 
along the path of the» beam, that the 
transmitting stations require much less 
power than is customarily the case ‘and 
are, consequently, much cheaper to oper-: 
ate. The rate of transmission has ex- 
ceeded, in testa, over 20 letters a second, 
thus enabling. an enormous volume of 
words to be sent in a few'hours.

' Transmission, from’ the, station will be 
operated direct from the- General Post 
Oiice in London. At the moment’ that 
an operator there presses his key or feeds 
the signalling tape into a high-speed tele- 
graph instrument, the signals-which he 
is "sending, if intended for. Canada, are 
being recorded in the telegraph office in 
Montreal, which is connected in similar
